Salmon project spawns 
county's concern 


Questions on the ‘chinook salmon 
project, being carried out by the 
Department of Natural Resources, will 
be heard and possibly answered at 
meetings scheduled for the next six or 
seven days. The project includes a 
salmon harvesting station along with 
the weir to prevent both salmon and 
lamprey from spawning upstream. 

The county planning commission will 
hold a special meeting Thursday, May 
19 for review of the project, before 
voting for or against approval. County 
planner Larry Sullivan had raised 
several concerns. These were answered 
in writing by DNR Fisheries Division’s 
Bruce Volimer. 

Vollmer said the DNR did not need 
to submit a specific impact statement 
as a blanket statement regarding weirs 
had already been arranged. Vollmer 
also denied the complaint that the DNR 


had not considered alternate sites, 
naming two that they had rejected 
because of unfavorable factors. 

As to alerting other agencies about 
the project, Vollmer wrote, ‘‘It was 
decided not to involve other agencies at 
that time since funding for the barrier 
and land contro] had not been 
secured.”’ 

The planning commission is one of 
several agencies which must approve 
the project before it is proposed for 
federal funding. 

Another hurdle is the approval of a 
variance from the Jordan Wild River 
zoning board, meeting Tuesday, May 
24 at 1:30 p.m. at the South Arm 
Township building. The zoning board 
was included as one of the ‘‘agencies’’ 
in Vollmer’s statement. 

Denial of the variance would stop the 
project. DNR officials have said they 


Bay almost has new 
zoning ordinance 


Bay Township held their last public 
. hearing on their new zoning ordinance. 
The planning commission of the 
township has been working on it for the 
_ last three years. 

The ordinance, when adopted 
by the township, will update the. 
present zoning map that was last 
‘done in 1974. The update brings the 
township consistent with the many 
changes in state laws ‘that. have been 

‘passed since 1974. ao. 
:In’ rewriting the ordinance, the 
planners have made the writing clear 
and easy to read: ‘You will not need a 
lawyer to help understand jit,” said 
Bob Sorenson, a member. of. the 
commission. 
: Changes ‘in the ordinance include: 

*Removing undue restrictions on 

home occupation, setbacks for those 
‘im’ the agricultural. zoning areas,

«Introduces ee planned unit

After the hearing, the planners 
explained to the board that. the.

In other action the board: approved

The board also gave tacit approval 


for another proposed plat to be called 
the East Bay development.

would appeal a negative decision. 
Appeals are made to the Natural 
Resources Commission, the directive 
board of the DNR. 

The necessity for the variance 
springs from regulations made by the 
DNR in 1974 when it was forming the 
zoning plan for the Wild-Scenic Rivers 
category applied to the Jordan. 

The purpose stated was ‘‘to protect 
free-flowing conditions, fish and wild 
life resources, water quality, and scenic 
and aesthetic qualities, and historical 
and recreational values at the Jordan 
River and adjoining land.’ 

In the process of getting land- 
holders along the river committed to 
the new zoning category, the DNR also 
stated, ‘‘(We) do not plan to ‘open up’ 
the river. Most fallen trees and debris 
will be left in in the river. They may be 
re-arranged to increase stream flow 
and provide fish cover, but the stream 
will not be cleared to encourage canoe 
traffic. The public does have the right 
to fish and canoe the river and can gain 
access at public access sites. The 
Natural River Program does not cater 
to the public recreationist.”’ 

The DNR statement said further, the 
Jordan River was chosen for the wild- 
scenic category ‘‘Because of the Jor- 
dan’s natural beauty, pure water, and 
stable flow, uninterrupted by dams.”’ 

Resistance to the DNR salmon 
project springs considerably from the 
belief that the DNR has slurred over 
their own restrictions. 

- The 16 to-18 inch weir planned for 
the Jordan, south of Rogers Bridge is a 
dam, and at spawning season it will be 
closed and produce a certain amount of 
flooding. For the ‘summer months 
before the salmon run, the - proposal 
has been to have a gate. in ‘the dam 
open for canoeists.

the planning commission isn’t sure 
that the location the vets desire may 
be the best place for the memorial. *‘I 
would like to see the memorial be 
placed where the present cannons are 
located,” he said, “‘if we need to make 
a quick answer.” But he added that he 
would like to have some more time to 
study the whole park plan. 

The redo of the site plan for the park 
has considerable changes from the 
plans that were developed several 
years ago by the city’s engineering 
firm, Johnson, Johnson and Roy. 

Among the changes are the keeping 
of the ring road as is presently in use, 
omitting some of theparking areas, 
eliminating the beach area as the city 
now has a beach on the lake, omitting 
the portable bleachers that were 
proposed in the orginal plan and 
several other changes. 

The Parks Board would also like a 
moratorium on any more boulders 
placed in the park for markers. 

Others at the hearing wanted to 
make sure that the senior citizens 
would have an area for recreation in 
the park. They were assured that their 
concerns would be utilized. 

The area where the Vets want to 
place their memorial is the area where 
the tennis courts were located. 

They are proposing a nine foot by 
twelve foot poured concrete riser that 
is two feet high. The riser would have 
a podium for speakers and flag post in 
one corner with a flag that would 
always be flying, it being lighted 
at night. 

The entire memorial would be put on 
a space in the park about 55 feet 
long and 20 feet wide. 

The veterans group is also proposing 
a sign for the park that would be 
made out of stainless steel, formed 
into an arch eight feet wide and 
twelve feet tall. The letters of the sign 
would also be made of stainless steel 
so that the whole sign is relatively 
maintenance free. 

Citing that the memorial is an 
“emotional issue,” Kate Schaffer, the 
shead of the Commission asked that 
the commissioners hold another 
meeting with the veterans to find out 
more about the project. Commissioner 
Don Toffolo put the suggestion into a 
motion and the planners then 
scheduled a special meeting to be held 


next Monday evening at 6:00 p.m 

In other action the planners con- 
tinued their discussion with Lloyd 
VanAlstine, owner of the proposed 
Boyne Auto building slated to be 
built on the old Parrish Chevrolet 
property behind the post office. 

Some members of the commission 
still are not satisfied with the facade 
of building that VanAletine has 
proposed. 

The only reason that the planners 
get to tell VanAlstine how the 
building. should look is that 
VanAlstine has asked to be con- 
sidered for a property tax abatement 
on the project. Because of the asking 
for the tax relief, the planners are 
suggesting ways to have the building 
look the way that they think it would 
best fit in with the downtown part of 
the city. 

This is the second time VanAlstine 
has appeared with a proposed plan. 
He was supposed to have had several 
meetings with a sub-committee of the 
planners to work out whatever 
problems there were. The sub- 
committee held only one meeting 
at which , according to VanAlstine, 
not much was done. 

VanAlstine indicated that he was 
willing to work with the city on 
whatever they wanted providing it fit 
his own criteria for the building. 
VanAlstine has met 12 of the 
fourteen criteria that the planners 
have to consider before -they could 
recommend a tax abatement of up to 
12 years. 

After hearing discussion on what, 
changes would stil] have to be made, 
City Commissioner Thelma Behling, 
as a member of the audience, asked 
“Why put this man through all this?’’ 
She was answered by City Manager 
Tim Clifton who said that because of a 
lot of requests for the tax abatement 
program in the past, he was directed 
by the commissioners to work out a 
procedure that could be used, and 
that the Planning Commission was 
given the responsibility for hearing 
the matters. 

Clifton also said that the city 
commissioners had posted a 
moratorium 
and that that rule was still in effect. 

Clifton added that the matter would 
still have to be approved by the City 


Commission as there would have to be 
additional public hearings because of 
other taxing authorities concerned. 

Six other firms in the downtown area 
have been granted abatements for 
varying terms. 

After still more discussion, the 
planners passed a resolution to 
recommend a tax abatement for two 
to four years under the present site 
plan, but if the planners could have 
additional input, they could 
recommend up to the full twelve 
years, . 
. VanAlstine then said, ‘I’ve been 
willing to work with you, but to grant 
only a two to four year abatement, it 
isn’t worth it so we might as well 
forget it.” 

The matter was referred to the City 
Commission who, according to sev- 
eral members, will look at the project 
in a different light. 

Three other projects were okayed by 
the planners at the meeting. One 
involved a parking lot that Courters, 
Inc., division of Allied plans on 
putting in next to a building that they 
are converting to a manufacturing 
and ‘‘clean’’ room facility. 

The parking lot will be for the 
employees who will be working in the 
new facility. The lot is to be located 
south of the present Adgate Realty 
building. 

The planners approved the lot 
subject to a review at the end of a six 
month period so that they can see 
that the lot is covered with a dust free 
surface. They also asked for a cedar 
hedge that would screen the lot from 
the road and that the lot be lighted so 
that the lights would be directed on 
the lot and away from the neighboring 
properties. 

The planners approved a duplex site 
plan that will be constructed on 
Michigan Avenue on the north side of 
town by Nichols Construction of 


\ Flushing, Michigan. 


Lastly, the planners approved the 
request by Marv Roberts to vacate a 
portion of Prospect Street. The street, 
while on the plot maps, could not be 
constructed so as to be usable, ac- 
cording to Clifton. The matter now 
goes to the City Commissioners for 
their approval. 


Council turns down Elm Pointe 
Friends offer 


Acting on committee recommenda- 
tion, East Jordan city council at a 
special meeting on May 3 turned down 
the Friends of Elm Pointe proposal to 
run the park for a year. 

The proposal had been offered as a 
means of reducing city expense in the 
operation of the 11- 
acre city park. The Friends of Elm 
Pointe are a group of residents in East 
Jordan and South Arm Township, 
opposed to the city’s plan to sell the 
park. 

In making the Elm Pointe committee 
recommendation to the council, com- 
mittee chairwoman Ellen Cihak said 
that while the council was studying 
ways to sell the park, it seemed unwise 
to enter into any agreement on the 
park. 

-The Friends had offered the proposal 
at a previous council meeting and the 
ad hoc committee had been directed to 
review the proposal, which guaranteed 
year-around park operation using no 
more city funds than the $4,500 already 
budgeted for the summer months. 

The council’s decision to consider 
sale of the park in order to have funds 
for city projects has provoked a heated 
response from those using the park for 
civic and private activities. They state 
that no other city property can offer the 
kind of setting needed for the Portside 
Arts Fair, the Historical Society’s 
Museum, for weddings, outdoor 
religious occasions, and other such 
events. 

But, said Mayor Bill Merwin, that 
doesn’t change the fact that the city 


needs capital to pay for utility repairs 


that have been put off from year: to 
year. Capital is needed also, the 
council has said, for the kind of 
projects that will draw business to the 
town and also draw new property 
owners, thus increasing the tax base. 
An increased tax base is cited as the 
means ‘ of collecting more revenue 
without raising present taxes. j 
Bill Steude, a lawyer in the Mich- 


- igan Municipal League, told The Press 
that typically, more people means more 
_ services, and: thus the cost of city 


government goes up as population goes 
up. Higher population w 
expenses. 


He noted that. more Semand for 


make . 


property also raises property values. 


Higher property values, of course, 
ultimately means higher taxes. 

With increasing the number of 
residents the only certain inctease in 
revenues over expenses, he said, would 
be the increase in state revenue 
sharing, which is figured on a per 
capita basis. 

He said the city has six ways of 
obtaining more revenue or decreasing 
costs: increasing tax collections, in- 
creasing fees for services, cutting 
services, contracting with other nearby 
government agencies for shared opera- 
tions, drawing in new industry, or 
annexation. 

Council members recently went to a 
Municipal League seminar, which they 
report was very helpful. 

Their view has been that the Elm 
Pointe sale (which would depend. on 
public vote) was preferable to raising 


taxes, or having a city income tax. 

If the Elm Pointe plan should fall 
through, and the city income tax 
proposed, the tax idea would also have 
to pass a city wide referendum. 

The earlier hope has dimmed that 
the park could be sold to the county 
with Kammer Recreation Trust funds 
from the state. The fund already has a 
backlog of requests. 

Asking that the Friends of Elm 
Pointe proposal be considered further, 
Cygred Riley, one of those originating 
Portside Arts Show, asked the council 
if their proposal wouldn’t be to the 
advantage of the city at least until the 
park was sold. 

Cihak told The Press that the com- 
mittee ‘‘will continue to study the 
resolution of the Elm Pointe question, 
leaving open the possibility of keeping 
it going economically.”

Who rules the rulers...The Planners? 


While we ania the involvment of the 
public in our city’s meeting, we sometimes 
wonder if the: Commissioners. really do 
listen to what the public wants to say about 
the community that they live in and work 

in. 

At Monday night’s Planning Commission 

- meeting, a large group of veterans came to 

support their request for a memorial that 

they are proposing be constructed in the 

Veterans. Memorial Park. 

The veterans had already received ap- 
proval from the Parks and Recreation 

Board on the proposed project. They have 


spent the last many months working with 


the Board to work out the details of the 
memorial, where in the park it should be 
placed and how it should look. 

But the Planning Commission has second 
thoughts on what they would like to see in 
the park. And where they would like to see 


things placed. 

The planners have taken it upon them- 
selves to be the ruling fathers, eliminating 
all.the good work that the parks people 
have put inte the project. 

The parks people have talked with the 
public, have had many discussions about 
the park and what needs to be done with it 
‘to make it better in the eye of the public. 

After last Monday’s meeting, several 
members of the new ruling authority have 
decided, without asking any of the people 
who live here in town—who pay their taxes 
here in town, and who should carry more 
weight as to the park’s use—how the park 
should be designed and used. 

The planners say they are thinking of the 
long term. The public of the short term. 

We don’t see it that way. In fact, we see 
holes in almost everything that the plan- 
ners see in the park. 


If the taxpaying public wants. to make an 

improvement in the park design because 
they think it is what they want, then they 
should, even if it may in the future, be a 
mistake. inoan . 

There is no thing that is built by man that 
is permanent.. What man builds, he can 
destroy, he can take care of, he can tear 
down and change. 

If twenty years in the future some public 
group decides that the proposed memorial 
for those who seved in war should be 
moved, then so be it. It could be moved at 
that. time. 

But we are talking about today. And today 
after many, many, meetings with those who 
are charged with the development of the 
parks and the recreational facilities in 
town, the Parks and Recreation Board have 
decided that they want to listen to the 


people who care, who live here in town, and 


who want a memorial placed in a very small - 


area of the park. ; 

They have also undertaken other requests 
for the proposed changes in the Veterans 
Memorial Park for other special interest, 
groups like the senior citizens. They have 
special concerns also. 

The Board has also heard from many other 
parties who have helped in the design of the 
many recreational facilities here in town. 
But, no one, even those on the planning 
commission who were asked to help, should: 
refrain from what the public wants to do 
with the public ‘lands. 

We are happy that the City Commission 
has the final say in whatever is decided, 
perhaps they can follow another com- 
mittee’s recommendations.

meal. So simple. How I have wished 
dinner were so un-thought-taking. Just 
to stir and plop. 

The encyclopedia says one oatmeal 
serving contains 16 parts protein. It 
doesn’t say who started us off in 
oatmeal, but I always supposed it was 
the Scots. Possibly that was the 
association with thrift. 

Or possibly because around the 
corner from where we lived was the 
family of the president of the nation’s 
biggest oatmeal company. And they 
were Scots. 

As a child I never thought much 
about it. I only knew that their house 
was much larger than ours, but then 
their children were considerably plum- 
per than we were. 

I never asked them if they ate 
oatmeal for breakfast. Plump Angus, 
the youngest of them took up that 
much of the sidewalk when he roller- 
skated, we never got to chat. 

When I was little I was very strict 
with how milk was poured on my 
oatmeal. It could never be stirred in. 
The oatmeal had to rise like a washed- 
out-looking island above the tides of 
milk. 

Then I would dig little canals across 
my island or try to make milky initials 
in the oatmeal. It would postpone 
having to think of it as oatmeal. 

But the past is flown. Now I stir in 
the milk. That is, if there is any. Often 
enough, having run out, I have had to 
pour in orange juice or cider. 

And it’s not bad. 

And the whole thing lasts about four 
hours. 

T can think of only one other food 
that is so thrifty, accommodating, nour- 
ishing, and good with dates, nuts, 
orange juice, and so on.

REGULATIONS 


The Natural Resources Commission, 
meeting on December 4, 


at its 


1981, under the 


authority of Act 165, P.A. 1929, as amended, and 
Act 230, P.A. 1925, as amended, ordered that for 
the period beginning April 1, 1982, and ending 
March 31, 1984, no person shall take, or attempt 
to take, any Species of trout or salmon from any of 
the waters of this state except by hook and line 
during the open seasons prescribed, and within 
the minimum size limits and maximum possession 


limits indicated below, 


Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last 
Saturday in April through September 30 (longer 
on waters designated by the Director for extended 
fishing under Act 165) on all trout and salmon. 
Statewide open seasons on all other inland lakes 
and the Great Lakes shall be any time for all trout 
and salmon. Size limits shall be 8 inches on Lower 
Peninsula streams, 7 inches on Upper Peninsula 
streams, and 10 inches on lakes. The daily limit 
for trout and salmon shall be 5 fish singly or in 
combination but no more than 3 lake trout or 
splake, except that an additional 5 brook or brown 
trout may be taken from streams from the last 
Saturday in April through September 30 only and 
no more than 2 lake trout or splake may be taken 
from Lake Michigan or its tributary streams.
